ANNUAL RHPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Wasurneton, D. C., April, 1867. 
To the Board of Aldermen 
and Board of Common Council. 

GeytLEMEN: In compliance with the provisions of the law 
of organization, the Trustees of Public Schools present their 
Twenty-second Annual Report, “giving a full account of their 
proceedings for the past year, the condition of the several 
Schools, the number of pupils of each sex, and the studies 
pursued; with such suggestions as they conceive proper for 
the better accomplishment of the objects of the law.” 

No subject is more worthy of consideration, and none has 
received more thought, than education. New plans are con- 
stantly proposed, new theories advanced, and the creations of 
the imagination and the facts derived from experience are 
combined in the development of systems of instruction which 
are supposed to promote the improvement of the human race. 

We are not called upon, in this report, to discuss any of 
these schemes, but to collect and present such facts as are of 
importance in showing the actual condition of our educational 
facilities. 

At no other period has more attention been given to the 
increase and diffusion of knowledge than since the commence- 
ment of the struggle for the preservation of our Government, 
and we now periza that the maintenance of our Union, the 
development of our free institutions, and the perfect resto- 
ration of harmony between the sections, depend upon the 
increase of intelligence, and the general lifting up to light 
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and knowledge of those who 
ignorance. Eyerywhere in the

ing the war, more school-houses have been built, more endow- 
ta] 


ments to colleges raised, and more liberal donations made to 
enterprises for the advancement of humanity, than in all the 
previous years of our history. For the South, now that the 
blight of slavery has been removed, and the bondmen, hereto- 
fore prevented under cruel penalties from even learning how 
to read, have been elevated to the noble position of American 
citizens, it is evident that the duty of the hour, far exceeding 
any political plans, financial schemes, or commercial enter- 
prises, is to provide PREE SCHOOLS FOR ALL, 

In our own city we have peculiar reasons for urging the 
adoption of the wisest and most comprehensive plans, for here 
the experiment is first to be tried of permitting our destinies 
to be influenced by those who haye been raised without 
preparation to the high and tesponsible duty of rulers. The 
success of this experiment depends upon the enlightenment 
of the masses, and while we trust it will be such as to disap- 
point its enemies and gratify the friends of liberty and prog- 
ress throughout the world, it is our duty to call upon the 
municipal and national authorities to make far greater provis- 
ion than they haye yet thought of, to secure the benefits of 
education to all in our midst. The noble example of Grorar 
Praxopy, and the wise appropriation of the first proceeds of 
his munificence to the development of primary education in the 
southern States, might well be followed by some of our wealthy 
citizens, who should feel that the condition of our school-houses 
and their incapacity to accommodate one-half of the children 
eagerly seeking admission, demand their individual attention 
as well as their action as members of the community. 

It is a fact worthy of notice, that while there is no other 
department of public expenditure in regard to which there are 
not frequent complaints and fault-findings from the tax- 
payers, the outlay for building school-houses, for paying 
salaries of teachers, and for increasing the facilities for in- 
struction, is always willingly and cheerfully met. Our rulers 


have hitherto been in darkness and 


North has the obligation resting 
o that, notwithstand- 
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should therefore know and feel that whatever else is done or 
left undone, this matter of education cannot be neglected, and 
that the people are far before them in the knowledge of what 
is necessary for its advancement. 

The Public School system of Washington was adapted to 
the wants of the city twenty years ago, but now requires 
modifications suggested by experience, the large increase of 
population, and the different circumstances in which we are 
placed. The general interest which is taken in the subject 
seems to render it proper that a brief sketch of the develop- 
ment of the School system, as well as an account of its present 
condition, should be given. 


HISTORY OF LEGISLATION RELATIVE TO SCHOOLS. 


The first act of the city of Washington in regard to Schools 
was that of December 5, 1804, passed by the Third Council; 
the preamble of which was as follows: 

“Impressed with a sense of the inseparable connection between the educa- 
tion of youth and the prevalence of pure morals, with the duty of all communities 
to place within the reach of the poor, as well as the rich, the inestimable bless- 
ings of knowledge, and with the high necessity of establishing at the seat of the 
General Government proper seminaries of learning, the City Councils do pass 
an act to establish and endow a permanent institution for the education of 
youth in the city of Washington.” 

By this act the superintendence of schools was placed 
under the direction of a Board composed of thirteen Trustees, 
seven to be elected annually by the Councils, and six to be 
chosen by those who should contribute ten dollars for the 
‘promotion of the schools,” each contributor to haye as many 
votes as he contributed sums of $10. This Board had power 
to appoint its President and Treasurer, to make by-laws, 
receive donations, and to yest and apply the funds placed 
under its care. Provision was made for the education of 
children whose parents or guardians were unable to defray 
the expense. The proceeds of taxes on slaves and dogs, 
licenses for carriages and hacks, restaurants, tayerns, retail- 
ing liquors, billiard tables, public amusements, hawkers and 
peddlers, were appropriated for the support of the schools so 
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far as the Trustees might decide to be necessary, not exceed- 
ing $1,500 annually. The employment of agents was author- 
ized to “solicit subscriptions at a distance,’ and $200 were 
appropriated to defray expenses thus incurred. 

On the 29th October, 1808, an appropriation of $800 was 
made for the support of “a permanent institution for the edu- 
cation of youth,” and the Trustees were directed to make a 
quarterly report to the Mayor of the number of children 
educated, stationery and books supplied, and the amount of 
money expended. Under this, the first school was opened 
with about a hundred pupils. This act repealed the appro- 
priation of $1,500 allowed from taxes and licenses in 1804. 

The charter allowed the city to raise funds by lottery “for 
effecting any important improvement for which the ordinary 
revenues were insufficient,’ provided that the -amount so 
yaised should not exceed $10,000 clear of expenses, in each 
year, and be approved by the President of the United States. 
Accordingly, in November, 1812, a resolution was passed to 
raise $10,000 in this way “for building and endowing two 
Public School-houses on the Lancasterian system,” which was 
approved by President Madison. For a number of years 
similar resolutions were adopted, and funds were raised by 
lotteries, not only for schools, but for a Penitentiary and a 
City Hall. The result of the experiment, however, was 
unfortunate for the city, as, instead of proving a profitable 
speculation, it eventually entailed a debt of over $300,000 on 
the corporation. 

On the 28th of June, 1816, the city was divided into two 
School Districts, with separate Boards of Trustees, the first 
composed of the First and Second Wards, and the second of 
the Third and Fourth Wards. The Board of the First Dis- 
trict consisted of nine members, six annually chosen by joint 
ballot of City Councils, three from each ward; and three 
elected by contributors of $10 as before. The Board of the 
Second District consisted of seven members, chosen by joint 
ballot of City Councils. 

At the same time another act was passed appropriating 
$1,500 for the support of the School in the First District and 
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$600 for the one in the Second District, to be paid in propor- 
tion to the number of pupils from each ward. 

The acts providing for the election of Trustees by contribu- 
tors, and for the appropriation of $1,500, were repealed in 
1818, and the schools were “to be conducted upon the prin- 
ciple of énstructing poor scholars,” to which the appropriation 
of $1,000, then made for the First District, was to be limited. 
The Trustees were also authorized to place certain scholars, 
sufficiently advanced, ‘at a school for a higher grade of in- 
struction, at an expense for each not exceeding $10 per 
quarter.” 

By the act of October 24, 1820, $1,000 were appropriated 
for the First District, consisting of the First, Second, and 
Third Wards, and $850 for the Second, consisting of the 
Fourth, Fifth, and Sixth Wards, in proportion to the number 
of pupils taken from each ward. It was ordered that “it 
shall not be lawful to suffer any children to be taught for 
pu, but said schools shall consist entirely of children whose 
parents are unable to pay for their tuition.” 

All the acts of the Councils, from the first, expressly pro- 
vide for the setting apart of School funds in order that they 
tight not be used for any other purpose. An act of 3d July, 
1824, directed the Mayor to reserve from the revenue of the 
wards the amount appropriated for schools, after the interest 
on the public debt had been paid, showing that they were con- 
sidered next in importance and obligation. 

By act of July 27, 1826, $40,000, raised by the lotteries 
previously authorized, were ‘‘appropriated, solemnly pledged, 
and set apart for the purpose of endowing two Charity 
Schools, one in the Eastern and the other in the Western Dis- 
tricts of the city,” and the Mayor was required to invest this 
amount in corporation stocks, the interest to be paid quarterly 
to the Treasurer of each school, to be applied by the Trustees 
to the payment of the salaries of teachers and contingent 
expenses. 

In 1838, February 25, $1,900 were appropriated to the two 
Districts as above, and the Mayor was directed to purchase 
stock with unappropriated balances remaining to the credit of 
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the School fund, and thereafter to take the same course with 
all unexpended balances at the end of each year. 

The amount of this stock now held by the Mayor (1867) is 
$58,655, the interest of which is transferred by the Register 
to the credit of the School fund. 

Besides supporting the «Bastern” and “Western” Schools, 
in which there were then 296 pupils, in 1840 an appropriation 
yas made to aid two Charity Schools, conducted by ladies of 
the First and Fourth Presbyterian Churches, which was con- 
tinued for several years. Reports were made by committees 
of visitation in regard to the condition of these schools, uni- 
formly commendatory in their character. 

Mayor Seaton, whose name will be held in grateful re- 
membrance as the leader in the establishment of a school 
system for Washington, and who labored assiduously for its 
development, in his annual message for 1840 recommended 
that as the school fund then amounted to $46,000 a third 
school should be immediately organized. He urged this “on 
considerations of duty, humanity, and sound policy, which 
inyoke the employment of all the means within our reach for 
extending the blessings of education to those among us whose 
indigence would otherwise doom them to the evils of ignorance 
and probably the miseries of vice.” 

In 1842 Mr. Seaton called attention to the fact that only 
1,200 children, out of 5,200 in the city, were receiving in- 
struction, and earnestly recommended action by the Councils, 
and the introduction of “the admirable system of Common 
Schools adopted in the New England States, by which the 
benefits of education are placed within reach of every child in 
the community.” His views were ably seconded by Mr. J. P. 
Haliday and Rey. C. A. Davis, members of a committee 
of the Common Council, whose labors in behalf of Public 
Schools deserve special mention. In their report it was 
proposed that seven schools should be established, open to all 
white children between the ages of six and sixteen years, to 
be supported by a tax of one-sixth of one per cent. upon the 
assessable property of the city. 
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The change from educating only a few indigent children, to 
throwing open the schools to all classes, and the proposal to 
levy a tax, excited warm discussion and much opposition. 
During the controversy, addresses were made by Hon. J. Q. 
Adams, Justice Woodbury, Hon. Caleb Cushing, Hon. Chas. 
Hudson, Rev. 8. G. Bulfinch, Rey. E. E. Hale, and many 
others in behalf of liberal yiews and extended education. 

The result was the passage of the act of December 6, 1844, 
which was really the first attempt at organizing a school 
system. : 

The city was divided as follows: All of the First Ward 
and that part of the Second north of the canal constituted 
the First District; all of the Third Ward north of the 
canal, the Second District; the Fourth and Sixth Wards and 
that part of the Fifth east of the canal, the Third; and the 
residue of the city south and west of the canal, the Fourth. 
A Board of Trustees, three from each District, was to be 
elected annually by the Aldermen and Council, could appoint 
its own Sceretary and Treasurer, and had power to fill vacan- 
cies in its own body between two annual elections. The 
members from each District were to constitute sub-boards for 
the practical supervision of the schools. 

The erection of a good and substantial school-house, for not 
less than 250 pupils, on Judiciary Square, was directed, at a 
cost limited to $2,000, as well as the purchase of a lot and the 
erection of a building in the Fourth District, for not less than 
150 pupils, at a cost of not more than $1,300. 

“For the purpose of rendering the means of instruction 
more ample,”’ the Trustees were to require from each pupil a 
tuition fee in adyance, not exceeding fifty cents per month, 
and all pupils were to provide their own books. In cases of 
obvious inability to pay, children might be admitted free of 
charge. The fees were to be deposited monthly in bank, and 
when the amount was sufficient, additional female teachers 
could be employed at a salary not exceeding $250. 

The appropriation for the support of schools under the 
new law was increased to a little more than $4,000. 
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This combined free and pay sy’ 
the Ist of January, 1845, and con 
ber, 1848. Accommodations were 
at first the schools were nearly ful 
pay pupils ($1,050) being almost enough to p 
teachers. But each succeeding year the number of pupils 
diminished, as well as the receipts for tuition, till in 1848 the 
Trustees reported to the Councils that they had dismissed the 
assistant teachers in consequence of the fees to which they 
were restricted being inadequate-for their support. 

The plan of educating some of the pupils in the schools 
gratuitously and others for pay, caused a stigma to rest upon 
the former, producing ill-feeling and social distinctions, which 
led to the abandonment of the system. 

The charter of the city having been renewed, power was 
obtained to levy a special tax and also a capitation or poll tax 


for the benefit of the schools. 


By the act of May 22, 1848, there was imposed “a school 
tizen of this 


tax of one dollar upon every free white male ci 
city, of the age of twenty-one years and upwards, which shall 
be due and payable at the same time, and shall be collected in 
the same manner, as the taxes upon personal property are 
collected.” 

The Assessors were to make return to the Register of the 
persons subject to the school tax, who was to place a copy of 
said return in the hands of the Collector, who was to collect 
the tax as soon as it became due; and in default of payment 
within ninety days, to collect the same, after due notice, by 
distress and sale of the goods, chattels, and personal effects 
of the persons chargeable therewith. 

The Collector was furthermore required to keep a separate 
and distinct account of all money received from this school 
tax, and to deposit it weekly to the credit of the school fund 
of the corporation. 

The ‘charter provides that no person shall be entitled to yote 
who shall not have paid all taxes legally assessed and due on 
personal property; the act of May 22, 1848, just given, levies 
a school tax of one dollar upon every white male citizen over

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twenty-one years of age, and by the laws passed in 1849 and 
1850 no person can vote whose name is not returned by the 
Assessors as subject to the school tax, and who hag not been 
duly registered. 

These laws have never been fully carrie] out, the only per- 
sons who have been required to pay this school tax of one 
dollar being those who vote at the annual elections, while it 
was undoubtedly the intention to collect the tax from every 
citizen. Those who haye not voted have been suffered to 
escape the payment, thus reducing the amount which might 
be derived from this source. 

The following are the receipts from this tax for the last few 


years:

The amount is of course affected by the varying degrees of 
interest felt in the elections in different years. In‘a close 
contest, when party spirit is high, a large vote is to be ex- 
pected. A recent act of Congress has repealed this poll tax, 
as connected with the right to vote, but it can still be col- 
lected with other taxes. 

On the Ist of November, 1848, ten additional Primary 
schools were authorized, with teachers whose salaries were 
limited to $250, and the rent of rooms for which was not to 
exceed an average of $60. Five assistant teachers in the four 
then existing schools were also authorized at the same salary. 

The Board was required to furnish books and stationery to 
destitute pupils, and also to keep an office in the City Hall. 

It was also provided “that a High School shall be estab- 
lished by the Board of Trustees, to go into operation on the 
1st September, 1851, or as soon as the corporation shall pro- 
yide accommodation for the same.” 

The Board hayé not as yet desired this part of the law to 
be carried into effect. 
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Tn May, 1849, a new Primary school was authorized in 
each District, and in November, 1850, four more schools ex- 
clusively for boys. 

The annual appropriation had now increased to nearly 
$11,000. 

The provisions of the act of June 3, 1853, are nearly the 
same as those of the act now in force, adopted November 12, 
1858, referred to below. 

The salaries of teachers in 1853 ranged from $200 to $800, 
and in 1854 from $300 to $900. In the latter year the present 
division of Districts was adopted. s 

By the act of November 27, 1855, the Board is required to 
farnish the Councils every June with estimates of the amount 
necessary for the support of the schools for the succeeding 
scholastic year. J 

In 1856 the salaries of female teachers of District Schools, 
and all teachers of Male Primary Schools, were fixed at $500, ~ 
being an increase of $100. 

The selection of the “most meritorious and advanced pupils 
in the Female District Schools, to be called sub-assistant 
teachers,” was authorized, their duty being to supply any 
yacancy which might temporarily oceur in Primary Schools, 
who were to receive an annual salary of $100. 

‘An important law was passed on the 21st May, 1857, for 
the protection of the schools, providing that any person mo- 
lesting or disturbing them or the teachers should pay a fine of 
not less than five nor more than ten dollars, and on failure to 
pay, or to give proper security, the offender should be confined 
in the work-house for not less than thirty nor more than 
ninety days. The attention of teachers is called to this act, 
as many annoyances might be remedied by its enforcement. 

The act of November 12, 1858, is the law under which the 
schools are now organized, and this is given in full in the 
Appendix. 

The annual appropriations for 1860 for the support of the 
Schools were about $27,000; in 1863, $36,000, increasing till 
1866, when they were $99,700. » 

Night Schools were first authorized in 1860. — 
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Tn 1861 a tax of ten cents on every $100 of property was 
levied for the support of schools, which has been continued 
annually with the exception of the year 1865. 

In 1862 an additional tax of five cents on every $100 was 
levied for the erection of school-houses, which has been con- 
tinued annually. 

The grading of schools into Primary, Secondary, Interme- 
diate, and Grammar, took place in 1862, and at the same time 
the salaries of the teachers were increased. Steps were also 
taken for the erection of the Wallach School-house in the 
Third District. In 1864, the salaries were still further 
increased, and a committee appointed to purchase a lot and 
erect a large building in the First District. 

Thus, from small beginnings, and with varying degrees of 
progress, has our school system been brought to its present 
creditable condition. Though the failure of the authorities 
to carry out the wise measures so repeatedly urged upon them 
by the Trustees and by the different Mayors may be attributed 
somewhat to the want of means, it is mainly due to the influ- 
ence of the “peculiar institution,” which was ever hostile to 
universal education. 


CONGRESSIONAL AID. 


The first application made by the Councils to Congress for 
aid in reference to establishing a school system was in 1836, 
and in 1837 another was made by a joint committee from 
Washington, Georgetown, and Alexandria. In 1849, Hon. 
R. M. Young, Commissioner of the General Land Office, and 
Hon. R. J. Walker, Secretary of the Treasury, in their annual 
reports, without any solicitation, earnestly recommended to 
Congress a grant of land for the benefit of schools at the 
capital. 

Tn 1852 a memorial, signed by more than eight thousand 
citizens of Washington, was presented to Congress, asking aid 
for the establishment of a school system. In 1854, another 
application was made by the Trustees with the strong recom- 
mendation of the Secretary of the Interior. 
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It was stated in the memorial, which was ordered to be 
printed by Congress, that the funds of the corporation appli- 
cable to purposes of education were quite inadequate to erect 
a sufficient number of commodious school-houses to supply the 
wants of the city and furnish them with suitable books and 
apparatus, employ competent teachers, and provide for the 
instruction of all the children of a suitable age to attend 
school. A brief statement was given of what had been done 
by the corporation, with their very limited means, toward the 
establishment of a well-considered system of Public Schools. 

The messages and recommendations of Washington, Jeffer- 
son, Madison, and Monroe, and the reports of the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office were referred to, recom- 
mending donations of land and other appropriations for 
educational purposes. 

The following extracts are from the memogsial to which 
reference is made above: 

“ Grants of land for the endowment of Schools and Colleges have been fre- 
quently made by Congress, and no measure has been more uniformly cherished 
than the promotion of education among the masses in the new States and Ter- 
ritories. 

“In the ordinance of Congress on the 20th of May, 1785, for ascertaining the 
mode of disposing of lands in the Western Territory, it was ordained that ‘there 
shall be reserved the lot No, 16 of every township for the maintenance of 
Public Schools within the said township.’ This was sanctioned in an act passed 
on 23d of July, 1787, granting ‘ powers to contract for the sale of Western Terri- 
tory, as follows: The lot No. 16 in each township, or fractional part of a town- 
ship, to be given perpetually for the purposes contained in said ordinance.’ The 
United States military tract, the Connecticut reserve, and the military reserva- 
tion were large tracts of country, and not included within the acts granting 
each sixteenth section for the use of Schools within the township. Congress, 
notwithstanding, by an act approved on the Sd of March, 1803, granted other 
lands for the use of Schools. 

“The original proprietors of the Connecticut reserve held by a grant from 
the State of Connecticut, whose title was derived, as it was claimed, from Charles 
the Second. As the United States owned no part of the Connecticut reserve, 
they selected lands in the United States military tract, and added them for the 
use of Schools in the Connecticut reserve; and when it was found that these 
selections did not amount in quantity of acres to one thirty-sixth part of said 
reserve, Congress by another act dated June 19, 1834, made up said deficiency 
by selections from the unsold land of the United States in the State of Ohio. 

“The principle has thus been established of appropriating lands for Schools, 
and to a given amount, even in those parts of the United States in which there 
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are no public lands, or not sufficient in amount to equal in quantity ono thirty- 
sixth section, The magnificent grant of lands for Schools to the new States 
and Territories, both on the Atlantic and Pacific sides of the Rocky mountains, 
according to an estimate obtained from the General Land Office, amounts to the 
enormous aggregate of 65,436,572 acres, and estimating the same at the mini- 
mum price of $1 25 per acre, this land grant would represent an aggregate value 
of $82,309,301 25. In addition to this unprecedented contribution to the cause 
of Common Schools, the Government has not been unmindful of the necessity of 
endowing colleges and universities in the same States and Territories; and addi- 
tional and special grants of townships, two or more in each State, have been 
made for such higher seminaries of learning. Such townships consists of 23,040 
acres each; and estimating such special grants at double the minimum value, 
(and which in some cases may be considerably under their value,) they each 
would be worth in money $47,600. Many of the States have been allowed two 
special townships, which may be estimated as above at $95,200, and represent- 
ing so much money advanced by-the Government toward the endowment of 
colleges and universities, in addition to the liberal donation for Common Schools. 

“Besides this large educational fund created by the wise forecast of the Gen-+ 
eral Government, each of the western states, like the eastern, possesses with- 
jn itself the means of increasing such capital to whatever extent it may be 
hereafter thought necessary. No such resources are to be found in this city and 
District, which are without adequate means to establish and support a compre- 
hensive system of popular education. The taxation needed for the construction 
and improvement of the streets of Washington, and to meet numerous other 
expenses incidental to it as the metropolis of the nation, and not common to 
other cities, is very great, and the citizens have taxed themselves to the highess 
limit allowed by law, in order to bear their proportion of the expenses of the 
municipal government, It will be remembered that the original proprictors of 
the land on which the city of Washington is laid out, conveyed the whole of it 
to the Government for the purpose of establishing thereon a national city, by 
whom the plan was formed, the dimensions of the streets determined without 
regard to the interest, conyénience, or will of the inhabitants, on whom have 
been entailed very heavy burdens in the execution of a plan calculated for the 
magnificent capital of a great nation. 

“By an agreement made on the 30th March, 1791, between nineteen of the 
original proprietors of the land on which Washington is situated, and the com- 
missioners appointed on behalf of the United States, the whole area for the 
capital of the confederated States, amounting to seven thousand one hundred 
and thirty-four acres, was conveyed to the President of the United States to be 
laid off for a federal city, at his pleasure, for the nominal sum of five shillings. 
One thousand five hundred and eight acres only were returned to the proprie- 
tors, which was about one-fifth part of the amount deeded to the United States. 
It thus appears that the United States acquired nearly four-fifths of the land 
on which the city stands, without having given therefor any pecuniary con- 
sideration. It was the understanding of parties, at the time the deed of cession 
was made, that the streets given to the United States, and claimed by them as 
their exclusive property, to open and close at their own pleasure, and which 
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claim has been sustained by a grave decision of the Supreme Court, would be 
improved and paid for by the United States. This understanding is clearly 
recognized by the whole tenor and action of the Government prior to the year 
1802, up to which period the Government exercised exclusive control over the 
city. During the administration of Jefferson, it is stated, on high authority, 
streets were opened, bridges were erected, and sidewalks paved and paid for out 
of the United States Treasury. Since the year 1848, under the construction 
given to tho twelfth and thirteenth sections of the act approved 17th May, 1848, 
the proceeds arising from the sale of public lots within the city have been again 
applicable to the opening and improving of the public stroots. It was stated, 
in a report to the United States Senate, made by Mr. Southard in the year 1835, 
‘that it appears by the records in the office of the Commissioner of Public Build- 
ings, that there had been received from the sale of the building lots $741,024 45.’ 
To this must be added the amount of sales up to the present time, which will 
considerably increase the amount. 

“ Besides this targe sum, which has been received from tho sale of city lots by 
the Government, there have been given away by Congress at different periods, to 
various charitable and literary institutions, city lots, fhe value of which was 
estimated at the time the donations were severally made at $70,000, of which 
two colleges, controlled chiefly by two religious denominations, and situated 
without the limits of the corporation, received $50,000. 

“While so much has been done by Congress for popular education in the new 
States and Territories, and eyen in the District of Columbia, for the higher in- 
stitutions of learning, the Common Schools of the city, which are the people's 
colleges, and in which every individual is directly or indirectly interested, have 
received from the Government no aid whatever.” 

It was further suggested, in the memorial of the Trustees, 
that if it were “deemed incompatible with the public interest 
to make a grant of public land, in conformity with the recom- 
mendations which have been referred to for ‘educational pur- 
poses’ within this city and District, that out of the amount 
received into the public Treasury of the United States from 
the aggregate proceeds of the sales heretofore made of city 
lots by the General Government, one-fourth part thereof, viz, 
$200,000, shall be regarded as a trust fund, set apart and 
loaned to the United States Treasury, of which the interest 
only, at the rate of six per cent. per annum; shall be paid to 
the corporate authorities of this city to be expended by them 
solely for the purpose of supporting Public Schools within the 
city of Washington.” 

In consequence of this memorial, the subject received the 
favorable consideration of the Committees on the District in 
both Houses, and a bill reported by Hon. A. G. Brown, which 
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would have secured an annual appropriation of $25,000 froin 
Government, was passed unanimously by the Senate. No 
action was taken on it, however, by the House. The report 
made by the Senate committee contained the following allu- 
sions to our system: 


“Your committee appreciate the importance of education everywhere, and 
have, therefore, entered upon the investigation of the subject, so far as it is 
embraced in the memorial, with a sincere desire to recommend some scheme that 
should advanco the educational interests and prospects of this metropolis. 

“Your committee have found the Schools in Washington in the main well 
conducted, and on a plan which gives satisfaction to the almost entire com- 
munity, 

“With these facts before us, and with the full conviction that the present 
School fund is altogether insufficient to meet the demands upon it, your com- 
mittee have felt it to be their duty to ascertain if some proper plan could not be 
devised for increasing the fund. They have found a healthy. state of public 
opinion in Washington city on this subject, the largest property-holders coming 
forward and freely consenting to, and even urging, a tax for School purposes. 
A tax of this kind must necessarily fall, in great degree, on those who haye only 
a contingent or resulting interest in keeping up Free Schools. Therichcan and 
will educate their own children. It must be the poor, who pay no taxes, who 
derive the first and immediate advantages from Public Schools. 

“ The assessed value of real estate in this city is $25,568,703. It is proposed 
to levy a special School tax of a mill on the dollar upon this property. This 
would raise a fraction over $25,000 annually. 

“Your committee has no means of ascertaining accurately the value of Gov- 
ernment property within the city limits; but it is believed to be nearly or quite 
equal to the yalue of the private property within the same limits. Your com- 
mittee do not propose a tax on Government property. But they havo thought, 
if private persons, having only a remote interest in the education of the poor, 
are willing to submit to a tax on their property for educational purposes, the 
Government, which has an equal or a greater interest in the same subject, might 
make its contribution to that object. 

“Tt is fair to say that citizens of Washington haye the same interest in what- 
ever belongs to the Government as citizens of equal fortune in the States, and 
that they contribute pro rata to the contents of the Treasury. It follows that, 
in proportion to their numbers and wealth, they contribute as much of what 
may be expected by the Government for Schools here as any like number of 
persons of like wealth anywhere else; and then, if on account of their chosen 
proximity to the Schools, they pay a special tax for that special advantage, it 
would seem that they have obtained no special favor. 

“Tt may be said that Congress has no more right to appropriate money for 
Schools in this District than it has to make like appropriations for like purposes 
in the States. Your committee forbear to discuss the question of power in this 
connection, or to draw the lines which mark the jurisdiction of Congress in the 
District and in the States. Nor will your committee dwell on the fact that, in all 

9 ' 
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now States, especially, Congress has made the most munificent land grants to 
Schools and Colleges. If it shall bo assumed that Congress is a5 much restricted 
in tho District as in the States, thon we say, if Congress owns one-half the taxa. 
ble property in a State, and means to hold it in perpetuity, it ought to submit 
to taxation on that property for the support of Schools, or else contribute fror, 
the general fands a sum equal to the amount paid by private persons in the 
States for that object.” 

Tn 1858, another memorial was presented to Congress, con- 
taining facts gathered by a special census of the children be. 
tween the ages of five and cighteen, taken by tho authority of 
the city in 1857, from which it appeared that of ‘10,697 chil- 
dron, 3,828 were in Private Schools, 2,400 in Public Schools, 
and 5,069 in no school at all;” ‘the Public Schools being 
unable to accommodate twenty-five per cent. of the number of 
children in the city.” 

In the Report for 1864 it was shown that, according to the 
census of 1860, the white school population of the city was 
12,869, while all the Public Schools would accommodate only 
3,780 pupils, leaving 9,089 unprovided for. 

In June, 1864, an act was passed by Congress, through the 
exertions of Hon. James W. Patterson, then Representative, 
now Senator from New Hampshire, who has evinced a deep 
and practical interest in the advance of education at the capi- 
tal, in which all sums derived from fines, penalties, and for- 
feitures imposed for violations of the laws of tho United States 
within the District, were appropriated to the support of Public 
Schools. One-half of these sums was directed to be applied 
to the city of Washington, and the other half to be divided 
equally between the city of Georgetown and the county of 
Washington. 

The amounts realized from this source haye been much less 
than was anticipated, being— 

From June 25, 1864, to June 30, 186. 
From June 30, 1865, to June 30, 1866, R 

The following extract from the last Report (1866) of Hon. 
Joseph §. Wilson, Commissioner of the General: Land Office, 
shows that— 


“There haye been granted in the cause of education, for schools, seminaries 
of learning, universities, agricultural and mechanic colloges (the last-mentioned 
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located only to a limited extent) an aggregate of over twenty-one million six 
hundred and forty-five thousand acres, while the estimated school aren, destined 
to pass mainly from the unsuryeyed region, according to existing principles of 
legislation, will be, for the States west of the Mississippi, and the Territories 
there, when they become States, over fifly-siz million four hundred and eighly- 
five thousand acres—the school grant in remote loddlities having been dupli- 
cated by existing laws.” 

If we estimate the value of this land at $1.25 per acre, the 
grant will represent $97,662,500, while the schools of the 
District of Columbia have received 0!! 

During the last session of Congress several bills were intro- 
duced both in the Senate and House of Representatives for 
the promotion of education in this District, and prominent 
members of Congress have signified their intention to give the 
subject the fullest attention, and to prepare for speedy action 
such @ measure as will secure the most beneficent results. 

The Department of Education, recently organized by Con- 
gress, has been directed “to ascertain the number of children 
and the condition of the Schools, and to report the same at 
the next session, with an opinion as to the efficiency of the 
present system, and the necessity of further legislation on the 
subject.” Tho result of this report cannot fail to secure some 
action by Congress. 

Tn relation to this subject, however, it is not deemed inap- 
propriate to quote the language of an early Report* of this 
Board: 

“Such aid may or may not be given, If given atall, it may be delayed for 
years. The safest and the best plan is to rely upon the intelligence, the virtue, 
tho liberality, the patriotism of our own citizens to accomplish the work which 
is before us, unaided by Congress. The burden which we have assumed is 
already acknowledged tobe heavy; and that burden must be speedily increased 
to meet the pressing demands of our growing community. But none are found 
complaining of its weight, or shrinking back from the post of duty in view of 
its probable increase, The good is too palpable to be overlooked; and every 
succeeding year, and every increase of appropriation for the extension of the 
system, have added to the number of its friends, and given it a firmer hold upon 
the sympathy and confidence of the public. In no city of this Union have the 
demonstrations been more decidedly or emphatically in favor of popular educa- 
tion than amongst ourselves. The proof of this is found in the crowded con- 
dition of the schools, the eager anxiety of the waiting hundreds to obtain

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admittance at the earliest possible moment, the interest manifested by all 
qlasses in the examinations and exhibitions, in the commendatory notices of 
all the public ‘presses of this city, with several in other cities; and, above all, 
in the conviction which -is universally felt and expressed, that this system is 
working out for our city the most beneficent results.” 


ACCOUNT OF PRESENT ORGANIZATION. 


For educational purposes the city is divided into four dis- 
tricts, the First and Second Wards constituting the First, the 
Third and Fourth Wards the Second, the Fifth and Sixth 
Wards the Third, and the Seventh Ward the Fourth School 
District. 

The Mayor annually on or about the first Monday in Octo- 
ber appoints, by and with the advice and consent of the Board 
of Aldermen, a Board of Trustees, consisting of three persons 
from each District, who, together with the Mayor, er 9 icio 
President of the Board, have the management of all the 
Schools of the city. At the same time, and in the same man- 
ner, the Mayor appoints a Secretary to keep the records, and 
a Treasurer to keep the accounts and make the disbursements, 
put neither has any vote in the Board. The Secretary, be- 
side keeping the journal, is expected to attend to the arrange- 
ments for the annual distribution of premiums, and receives a 
salary of $200. The Treasurer gives a bond in the sum of 
$10,000, receives a salary of $500, and is the only officer in 
direct communication with the city authorities, the Trustees, 
and the Teachers. He has charge of the books, stationery, 
and supplies required for the schools, which are furnished on 
requisitions from the Teachers approved by a Trustee. He 
draws funds from time to time through orders from the Mayor 
and Register, and keeps a separate account at the Bank of 
Washington on which he gives checks for the payment of bills, 
which must be approved by one Trustee if for salaries of 
teachers, rents, or any putpose not exceeding $10; by two 
Trustees if not more than $50, and by the whole Board for 
larger sums. His accounts are audited quarterly by a com- 
mittee of the Board. 

The Treasurer, however, does not receive and disburse all 
money appropriated for School purposes. During the year 
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ending 30th June, 1864, $29,455 88; the year ending 1865, 
$23,202 65; and for the year ending 1866, $7,392 73, or 
an aggregate of $60,051 26 in three years, was expended by 
the Mayor for our Schools, the items of expenditure never 
coming before the Treasurer or the Board in any way, and 
therefore never classified in its accounts. One of the changes 
much needed, therefore, is to give the Board entire direction 
of the school expenditures; for if gentlemen are appointed 
to act as Trustees because of supposed fitness and the adyan- 
tage derived from experience and practical acquaintance with 
the schools, then it is believed that they should have the con- 
trol of not only a part, but the whole of the funds expended 
for them. 

The Trustees have power to appoint all teachers and assist- 
ants, and change them at pleasure, to prescribe the course of 
studies, and the text-books, which must be uniform throughout 
the city, and cannot be changed except by a two-thirds yote 
of the whole Board. The Trustees make all the rules and 
regulations for the schools, cause an annual examination to 
be held, make an annual report to the City Councils, and are 
required by law to visit each school at least once a month. 
For convenience, the three Trustees from each District consti- 
tute what is called a Sub-Board, who have charge of all work, 
repairs, or improvements, the selection of teachers, and the 
gencral details of management of the schools in their own 
Districts. 

The business of the Board, with the general direction of af- 
fairs, is entrusted to standing committees, appointed annually. 
These are, 1, on Supplies; 2, on Text-Books; 3, on Rules 
and Regulations; 4, on School-Houses and Rooms; 5, on Ex- 
amination of Candidates for Positions as Teachers; 6, on Ac- 
counts and Expenses; 7,0n Vocal Music; 8, on Congress and 
the City Councils; 9, on the Teachers’ Institute. The duties 
of these committees are sufficiently indicated by their titles, 
and may be ascertained from the By-Laws of the Board given 
in the Appendix to this Report. 

The Trustees are required to submit estimates of the amount 
necessary for the support of the schools to the City Councils, 
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which then make the appropriations. It frequently happens, 
however, that bills are passed in the Councils relative to the 
schools, without reference to or the recommendation of this 
Board. Money is sometimes expended for new school-houses, 
generally of a temporary or inferior character, without action 
of the Trustees, and therefore it has been impossible to secure 
anything like uniformity, or the appropriation of funds to the 
localities deemed by the Board most destitute. 

In the crection of the Wallach and Franklin School-houses, 
however, the execution of the work has been entrusted to com- 
mittees composed of two from the Aldermen, two from the 
Council, and four from the Trustees, the Mayor being ex 
oficto Chairman. The members of these committees have 
worked together with harmony and efficiency, and have pro- 
duced a cordial co-operation between the different bodies they 
represent. © 

The Councils appropriate every year much more than the 
whole income of the Corporation, and this leaves the selec- 
tion of objects to which money shall be paid entirely in the 
hands of the Mayor, who is obliged to determine from time to 
time what claims are most pressing. The School funds are 
entirely inadequate to defray the expenses of the system, and 
the general fund, therefore, has continually to be drawn upon. 
It is this state of things, and the unusual demands on the 
city treasury for special objects, some of which were in con- 
sequence of legislation by Congress, that caused embarrass- 
ment and delay during a part of the last year in the prompt 
settlement of school bills, for which the Trustees are in no 
way responsible. 

The school tax should be largely increased, and not less 
than fifty cents, instead of ten, be levied; for at least the 
amount which this rate would yield is now required. 

Each district now has three representatives in the Board, 
but from the following table it will be seen that there is a 
great disproportion in the relative population represented, 
making a new arrangement of districts and increase in the 
number of Trustees for some of the wards necessary; the 
Second District, with more than double the population of the 
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Fourth, only having the same number of members of the 
Board.

This increase of Trustees was urged as long ago as 1857, 
when it was recommended that each Ward should be repre- 
sented by three members, elected for the period of three 
years, the term of service of one expiring annually. Such 
an arrangement would prevent any sudden or radical change 
in the Board, and constitute it a perpetual body, greatly en- 
hancing its ability to promote the permanent welfare of the 
schools.

The faithful discharge of the duties of a Trustee, (the 
admission of scholars, visitation, charge of property, .em- 
ployment of teachers, &c.,) requires constant attention, much 
patience, untiring devotion, and great expenditure of time, 
and as this is without compensation, it becomes more and 
more difficult to obtain competent persons to fill the office. 
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Something should speedily be done, therefore, to relieve the 
members of the Board from a part of their responsibilities ; 
and beside increasing the number of Trustees, the appoint- 
ment of a SUPERINTENDENT oF Scroous has become absolutely 
necessary. This recommendation is only reiterated from 
almost every previous report; but we trust that it will no 
longer remain unheeded. 

During the year the following changes have occurred in the 
Board. Murrcnet H. Miner, Esq., who had been appointed 
in 1858, and had served with great fidelity, not only ably 
representing the interests of the Second District, but being. 
foremost in the advance of the cause of education in our city, 
was taken from our midst by death in June last. As the best 
tribute to his memory we here present the resolutions adopted 
by the Board: 


“ Resolved, That in the decease of MrrcnEn H. Minter, who has for 
eight years been an active, enlightened, laborious, and most useful mem- 
ber of this Board, we haye sustained no common loss, avd that in his 
death education, philanthropy, and religion will be deprived of one of 
their most able advocates and bright examples. 

“ Resolved, That we deeply sympathize with his bereayed family in 
this dispensation of Providence, which has taken from them in the 
prime of life one who was so true, so good, so noble, so honest, and so 
unselfish. 

“ Resolved, That we attend tho funeral of our colleague in a body, and 
that a copy of these resolutions be transmitted to the widow of the 
deceased. 

“ Resolved, That as an additional mark of respect to the memory of 
our late colleague, the schools be closed to-morrow, Friday, 22d June, 
and that the Trustees and teachers be requested to assemble at 4 o'clock 
p- m., in the lecture-room of the Fourth Presbyterian Church, to attend 
the faneral.” 


The place thus rendered vacant was filled by the appoint- 
ment of B. F. M. Hurley, Esq., who served from July to the 
end of 1866, when R. C. Fox, Esq., was appointed. The 
only other change was in the Third District, where Mr. F. D. 


Stuart, who had temporarily left the city, was succeeded by 
W. T. Johnson, Esq.

Of the ninety schools authorized, and for which appropria- 
tions were made, seven are not yet organized, for want of 
accommodations, viz: two Primaries in the First District, two 
Secondaries and three Primaries in the Third District. 

From the tables prepared by the Secretary, it appears that 
7,121 children have been enrolled in the schools during the 
year ending June 30, 1866; and of these, 4,082 were admitted 
by ticket. The average number on the rolls during the year 
was 4,198; the average number in daily attendance, 3,696. 
The number present every session during the year was 307. 
The number of visits of Trustees was 2,592—a much greater 
number than ever before. 
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The following is a statement of the present number and 
character of the Schools, with the number of pupils, January

During the past year the Councils authorized the organiza- 
tion of an additional Female Intermediate School in each dis- 
trict, as well as two new Primaries. In the Fourth District, 
however, it was considered better to establish a Primary 
instead of another Female Intermediate School, and permis- 
sion was obtained from the Councils to this effect. 


The present would appear to be a fayorable time for the 
consideration of the actual condition of our educational facili- 
ties, and the proper scope and character of the system itself. 
What is the duty of the community in relation to education, 
and what classes of schools should be supported by taxation? 
It has not yet been determined how much should be done by 
the public, and what should be left to voluntary and private 
support. 


* Seven schools not organized for want of rooms. 
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This subject has lately been fully discussed in a work 
entitled “The Daily Public School in the United States.” 
Tn this a careful examination is made of the school systems 
of Massachusetts, New York, Pennsylvania, and Ohio, and 
their merits and deficiencies pointed out. The author 
strongly advocates the appropriation of public funds to the 
support and wide extension of Primary or lower grade 
schools, leaving entirely to private interest the establish- 
ment of Normal Schools, and even of High Schools. The 
great need is the thorough grounding of the rising generation 
in the elementary branches, and no money should be taken 
from this field to be narrowed down in its influence to the few 
who are able or desirous of advancing to the highest stages of 
the acquisition of knowledge. Normal and High Schools are 
for the benefit of the few and not of the many, and it is claimed 
that the public funds should be given more fully to the increase 
and proper development of schools for the masses, leaving 
special and higher culture to private professional schools. 
The numerous Universities, Colleges, and Seminaries now in 
existence, many of them richly endowed, furnish ample oppor- 
tunity to all who wish to qualify themselves for the profes- 
sions; but the people should not be called upon to support 
them by taxation, at least until far more is done for the 
inerease and better development of our Common Schools. 

The system now needed for the District of Columbia is one 
which shall provide thoroughly for the primary or rudimentary 
education of all who are of suitable age, leaving to the future 
the establishment of higher schools. In every part of the 
city the only applicants pressing for admittance are children 
from six to ten years of age, and our higher schools are never 
full.

SCHOOL-ROOMS AND SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


It is now generally admitted by practical educators that a 
single room large enough to seat from fifty to sixty-five schol- 
ars, and exclusively under the supervision and instruction of 
a single teacher, is better than a larger room, with recitation 
rooms and assistant teachers. In connection with these, how- 
ever, there should be in every Grammar School-house a hall 
large enough to seat comfortably all the pupils accommodated 
in the several school-rooms. 

After careful consideration several years ago, the Board 
adopted the plan of haying, besides smaller houses for Primary 
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Schools, one large building in each ward, or at least in each 
district, to accommodate a sufficient number of schools to 
secure thorough grading and efficient supervision. 

In accordance with this, the Wallach School-House was 
erected in the Third District, where it was most needed. The 
wisdom of this course has been fully sustained by experience, 
and although it met with much opposition, the verdict of pub- 
lic opinion, as well as the unanimous praise of visitors to the 
capital, in regard to this building, has settled the question in 
its favor. 

The Watnacn Scnoon-Butipine is located on a large 
square of ground, and presents three fronts. It is seventy- 
six by ninety-nine feet, three stories in height in the main 
building, two stories in each wing, and contains ten class- 
rooms or schools for six hundred pupils, half of them boys 
and half girls, with three grades, Secondary, Intermediate, 
and Grammar. Hach of the rooms is twenty-five by thirty 
feet, with ceilings fifteen feet in height. 

The oblong shape of the rooms is favorable to acoustics, and 
enabled the architects to construct a very solid floor, without 
any extra strong or artificially-strengthened timbers. 

Care was taken in distributing the light, that in no case 
need the pupils be seated opposite or facing the windows; but 
that the larger portion should come from the side and the 
smaller from the rear, and also that no one room should be 
favored more than another. 

As the lower-story rooms were to be used by the higher 
classes, they were enlarged by semicircular recesses for the 
seats of the teachers, which arrangement has proved to secure 
to the rooms acoustic advantages, and to haye a yery good 
architectural effect, besides the economizing of space. 

To separate the sexes, the building is partitioned off in two 
sections, with entrances from opposite fronts of the building. 

Each school-room is entirely independent, and has no imme- 
diate communication with any other, thus obviating the trans- 
mission of sound and the observation of exercises other than 
those belonging to the room. 

The out-houses are located in the rear of the main building, 
and are made accessible hy covered passages. 
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The stairs of each section are wide, fire-proof, and wel] 
lighted. They start with a central flight of six feet in width, 
leading to a landing eighteen feet long, from which two flights, 
each four feet in width, lead to the upper stories. 

The ventilation is effected by means of ventilating shafts, 
two for each room, which are provided with two registers, one 
near the floor, the other near the ceiling. The lower registers 
communicate, through the rooms of the basement, with the 
furnaces. There the process of combustion draws the vitiated 
air from the rooms, and it passes off through the smoke-stacks, 

The furnaces are enclosed in a common hot-air chamber 
placed in the centre of the building. Large-sized cold-air 
duets of brick-work bring pure air from outside the building 
to this chamber, where it is heated by contact with the exte- 
rior surface of the furnaces, and receives moisture by evapo- 
ration from large water-pans. Symmetrically-arranged ducts 
of brick-work conduct the hot air to vertical shafts communi- 
cating with the registers. 

The extremely exposed position of the building, however, 
and the large window surface (one hundred and seventy square 
feet per room) have interfered with the heating of the rooms, 
and additional furnaces have been introduced, but with only 
partial success. 

The FRANKLIN ScHooL-BUILDING, the construction of which 
has been commenced, is located on the south-cast corner of 
Thirteenth street west, and K street north, the front being 
towards the west, opposite Franklin Square. The lot con- 
tains 14,945 square feet, and is admirably situated as regards 
healthfulness, light, air, and drainage. The plans for this 
building were designed by Messrs. Cluss & Kammerhuebey, 
Architects, of this city, whose taste and skill, as well as 
success in the Wallach School-house, have everywhere been 
acknowledged. The following account of the Franklin build- 
ing is furnished by them: 

Tt is 147 feet 6 inches long, and 78 feet 9 inches wide. 
The walls are in the average 66 feet high above the sidewalk 
at the corners, and 78 feet at the central part. The founda- 
tion is of blue stone, walls of hard-burnt brick, with facing 
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haped and moulded expressly for the

hard-burnt bricks, of proportionate strength. The stairs 
and corridors are constructed absolutely fire-proof, segmental 
brick arches springing between rolled iron beams for the 
latter. The ends of the building are covered with metal 
roofs; the central portion with a slate roof. 

The basement contains dwelling-rooms for the Janitor, coal 
cellar, and room for heating apparatus; and, on the opposite 
ends of the building, play-grounds for the two soxes, each 


67 by 33} feet. 


The first story is approached by two main entrances—one 


for boys, the other for girls—42 feet apart, the doors opening 
outward. The corridors are 15 feet wide. Six school-rooms, 
of 27 by 334 feet, and 15 feet high in the clear, are provided, 
each haying large cloak-rooms in the best position. The 
teacher’s desk and platform are placed in front of a niche—a 
plan introduced with success in the Wallach School-house. 

The second story is of the same height, and has the same 
subdivisions as the first, and, in addition, two small rooms, 
15 by 18 feet, above the entrances, for libraries, use of Trus- 
tees, &e. The two central rooms are so arranged, in both 
stories, that they can be singly or together appropriated to 
cither the male or female department, by opening or closing 
one or the other of two communicating doors. 

The third story contains the two Grammar School-rooms, 
each 54 by 33% feet, with cloak-rooms attached, 15 by 33} 
fect, and convenient closets for teachers; also, a recitation 
room, of 21 by 33 feet. 

The main hall is 48 by 66 feet, and 34 feet high, surmount- 
ing the ends of the building. This plan of construction, 
while contributing to the architectural effect, affords increased 
facilities for light and ventilation. 

The recitation-room in the rear of the hall is of the same 
height as the other classrooms; above it there is another 
room of the same size, and a music-gallery, 24 by 7 feet, to 
be used on festive occasions, in connection with the hall.

In a report made by a committee to the Councils on the 


Tth of November, 1842, it was stated that the “houses in which 
the schools are taught are uncomfortable and inappropriate, 
the benches and seats are of the worst possible construction, 
and the gencral arrangements and accommodations denote 
rather a place of punishment for offenders than a school of 
instruction.” The recommendation made by this committee 
was characterized by wisdom and practical sense. In fact, 
every year repeated efforts have been made to induce those 
haying the control of the public money to attend to this 
matter, but up to this day entreaty, petition, and expostula- 
tion have failed to secure the action required. The recom- 
mendation referred to is as follows: 


“To erect immediately seven good substantial School-houses, one in each 
ard, of uniform construction and architecture so far as the mature of the 
e situation will permit, each of which shall be of such dimensions

ation of not more than 400 pupils.” 


as may be deemed necessary for the accommod: 

In an addresss published by the Board of Trustees in 1858, 
it is stated ‘that there is not at present, cither rented from 
individuals or owned by the city, a single school-room entirely 
suited for school purposes.” 

It is with pleasure, therefore, that we are able now to state 
that most of our school-rooms are well adapted to their pur- 
poses, comfortable, neat, and convenient, although many are 
rented at high rates from private parties. 

A great improyement has taken place within the past few 
years in relation to our School furniture, and nearly every 
scholar is now supplied with a desk of the best quality and 
latest improvements from the establishments of W. P. Uhlinger. 
of Philadelphia, or W. G. Shattuck, of Boston. It has Bean 
and will be the aim of the Trustees to adopt all the facilities 
which experience or invention may suggest for the comfort 
health, and advancement of scholars and teachers. What. 
ever may be said, therefore, of some of our buildings, for 
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which we are not, as a Board, responsible, we are able to point 
with pride to our handsome and convenient furniture. 

In April last a commission of the School Board and Coun- 
cils of Boston visited some of the principal cities to inspect 
the schools, and on their return their opinion was expressed 
in the “Boston Journal” that our “Wallach School was, in 
external architecture, the most attractive school visited, while 
the Franklin School, in its size, plans, &c., promises to be un- 
surpassed in the country.” 

As an example of the spirit lately manifested in many cities, 
it may be stated that in Philadelphia the sum of one million 
dollars, exclusive of lots, was appropriated in 1866 for the 
immediate erection of School-houses within the year, it being 
deemed wise and expedient to incur a special debt for the pur- 
pose. 


The following changes have been made during 1866 in school- 
houses ang rooms: : 


The building at the corner of Tenth street and Louisiana 
avenue, used by the First and Second Districts, was aban- 
doned on account of serious objections to the location, and 
the schools occupying it were transferred to the building at 
the corner of Tenth and Bi streets. 

The room in the Union Academy occupied by Secondary 
No. 1, and the building on Fourteenth street, opposite Frank- 
lin Square, had to be given up, the owners refusing to rent 
them any longer for schools. 

A building formerly known as “Stone’s Studio,” on the 
rear of a lot on H strect, south side, between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets, has been fitted up for two schools; and a 
room in a building on H street, south side, between Thirteenth 
and Fourteenth streets, has also been rented. 

Two rooms have been secured in the basement of the First 
Baptist Church, on Thirteenth street, between G and H streets: 
and the small frame building near the Observatory has been 
reoccupied by a Primary School. 

In the Second District, a large building on H street, between 


Sixth and Seventh, has been leased and fitted up expressly for 
3 
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school purposes, furnishing pleasant and suitable accommoda. 
tions for five and even six schools, if necessary. This build- 
ing is devoted to female schools. It has been named the 
Mixtur Scuoot, in honor of our late associate. 

The basement of a German Church on Sixth street above I, 
has been rented for two new Primary Schools. 

In the Third District, the Anacostia Engine-House, on Vir- 
ginia avenue, which has been secured, accommodates two 
schools, and a new Primary has been opened at the corner of 
A and Third. 

In the Fourth District a new building has been rented, on 
Tenth, between D and E streets south. In consequence of the 
burning of a frame building in ‘School Square,” between 
Four-and-a-half and Sixth streets, Secondary No. 5 has been 
transferred to a room in Island Hall. A new School-house 
has been erected on the above-mentioned square, fronting on 
Virginia avenue, for Secondary No. 6. 

In regard to the future, it is hoped that no further delay 
will be experienced in the erection of the Franklin School, in 
the First District. In the same District, the Catholic School- 
house on Nineteenth street, now offered to the corporation, 
will be a desirable acquisition. 

In the Second District, six large and suitable rooms can 
be obtained at a comparatively trifling expense by the erection 
of two wings to the School-house on the triangular lot belong- 
ing to the city at the intersection of New York ayenue and L 
street. This improvement has before been proposed, and plans 
were prepared by Mr. Cluss, architect, but the work has not 
yet been commenced. The next of the series of large school- 
buildings is to be erected in the Second District, and it is 
hoped will be commenced at an early day. 

In the Third District we need a building to accommodate 
two Primary Schools at least, between Tenth and Thirteenth 
streets east and Gand M streetssouth. The corporation owns 
a lot at the corner of G street south and Twelfth street east, 
which is an excellent location, and steps should’be taken for 
the erection of a School-house there without delay. ©

TEXT-BOOKS AND COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 


Never before in the history of our schools has so general 
an interest been taken in the adoption of text-books as during 
the past year, and for months a protracted discussion was 
carried on in the Board relative to Readers, the result of 
which, however, was the continuance of the Hillard series. 

In California the plan has been adopted to change no book 
until after at least four years’ trial, which saves the Trustees 
from great loss of time and much annoyance from the impor- 
tunities of agents, who are not only impressed with the supe- 
rior claims of the books they wish to introduce, but with a sense 
of their own importance. 

Besides the discussion of Readers, a course of lectures on 
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Reading was given to the teachers by Professor Mark Bailey, 
of Yale College. 

Special attention has been given in all the schools to Pen- 
manship, with the happiest results. Our thanks are due to 
the “National Union Business College” and the “Washing- 
ton Business College” for offering scholarships and premiums 
for writing, which, at the end of the year, were awarded by 
a committee of the Board, whose report is annexed. 


No special attention has yet been paid in our schools to the 
subject of Drawing; and it is recommended that a suitable 
teacher be employed in this branch of instruction. In the 
schools in Boston particularly, this art is highly cultivated, 
and the drawings on the blackboard, of machinery, works of 
art, models, maps, &c., by pupils of the different schools, elicit 
admiration and astonishment from all visitors. 

In connection with the study of Arithmetic it is very desira- 
ble that our scholars should be instructed in the metric system 
of weights and measures, which has been legalized by Con- 
gress, and which it is hoped will eventually be adopted by 
every civilized nation in the world. 

Vocal Musie.—Mr. Daniel has continued to devote himself 
to imparting instruction in this important auxiliary to cheer- 
ful, orderly, and successful schools, and his duties have been 
extended to the Primaries, so that all grades now receive les- 
sons. No report having been received from the Committee on 
Music, it has been thought that the following extract from a 
report made by a committee of the Board, at its first session 
in 1845, will be of interest, as it so ably and tersely expresses 
the yiews always held by the Trustees on the subject: 


“ Whereas, the practice of Vocal Music in schools has been found an agreeable 
and easy means of cultivating habits of order, preserving discipline, securing 
constant attendance on the part of the pupils, and affording them a pleas- 
ant recreation ; and also promotes the health, cheerfulness, and social feeling 
softens and refines the character, cultivates generous and noble sentiments, ie 
proves the intellect by strengthening the memory, cultivating the taste, and 
training the various mental faculties; and, whereas, the culture of music has a 
favorable influence on public morals by counteracting boisterous and rida 
passions, farnishing a cheerful and innocent amusement, producing harmony of 
feeling and action, cherishing all pure, generous, and patriotic emotions, ‘im. 
Parting strength and fervor to the religious sentiment, and forming, as it ‘does 
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an important part of public worship, enables man to express his lovo, gratitude, 
and devotion to his Creator, who bestows the gift of musical perception, and ain 
whose seryico above all it should be consecrated: Therefore, 

“Resolved, It is the opinion of this Board that it is highly expedient and 
necessary that Vocal Music be introduced at once into all the Public Schools.” 


* Spelling, which is of so much importance, was found to have 
been neglected, and to stimulate improvement a Gold Medal 
was offered last year by a Trustee as a premium. 

In June, 1866, a spelling match was held, at which there 
were seven pupils selected by the Teachers as the best spellers 
in each of the Intermediate Schools, making fifty-six in all. 
To these fifty words were given to be written, with the follow- 
ing result:

For the benefit of Teachers, the following extracts are given 


from an interesting and able essay on the subject by Mr. C. 
H. Haynes in the Ninth Report of the Vermont Board of 


Education, 1865. 
TEACHING SPELLING. 


1. Assootate Spettrs¢.—Each pupil gives one lettor or syllable. Tllustra- 
tion—The word may be Perpendicular, No.1 pronounces the word; No. 2 
says “‘p,” 3 says “e," 4 says “x,” 5 says “per,” and so continuing until the 
spelling is completed, when the word should be pronounced by the whole class. 

The spelling should proceed as rapidly as though but one individual was 
giving the exercise. 

This secures perfect attention. 

2. Carrise.—In this exercise the teacher proposes a word to the first pupil, 
who spells it, and then gives to the next a word, the first letter of which is the 
same as the last letter of his word. Illustration—School, lady, youth, happi- 
ness, &. 

This is good as a review exercise. It teaches the pupil to think quickly, and 
seryes to cultivate language. 
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3, SENTENTIAL SPELLING.—The teacher reads a whole sentence, and each 
pupil will then spell one word in order, No, 1 spelling the first word, No. 2 the 
second, &¢. Illustration—'' No whispering should ever be allowed in school.” 

This cultivates memory. 4 

4. Empuatic SPELLING.—The teacher reads a sentence, requiring the pupils 
to spell in order (as in third method) the emphatic words. Illustration—‘ The 
mind of youth is like a field of luxuriant soi/,in which the seeds of vice or 
virtue germinate, and shoot forth with vigor, producing a glorious harvest of 
usefulness to mankind, or a sickly growth of vice and misery.” 

This exercise cultivates the ear, and renders it peculiarly sensible to those 
nice distinctions of inflection which constitute the beauty of reading or singing. 

5. This is an exercise in words alike in sound but differing in orthography. 
The teacher should assign for a lesson one word of each sound. The pupil is to 
find another, differing, spell each and construct a sentence employing each word 
properly. llustration—The teacher may assign for the lesson, ‘“ Might,’”” 
“Sail,” “Right,” “Know,” &. The first word being given to a pupil, he 
would spell Might, then Mite, then give a sentence, as “ You might give me a 
mite.” 

Right, Write—It is right to write letters. 

Knew, New—I knew the dress was new. 

This exercise cultivates comparison and composition. 

6. This is like the fifth, except that the teacher dictates the sentence, requir- 
ing the words of similar sound to be spelled in the order in which they occur. 
Illustration : 

The beech grow upon the beach. 

He adds it to the price of his adze, 

He ate eight apples. 

He knows he has a nose, 

4. InpErenpent SPeLLixa.—This is the method which should ordinarily be 
employed, as it prevents the unfairness of the usual recitations. By the old 
process, if a word is misspelled, the same word is pronounced to the next in 
order, who evidently has a better chance to give the correct orthography, and 
so, in proportion to the numbers who have missed the word, has the next pupil 
less forms to choose from, and consequently is less liable to give an incorrect 
spelling. 

To remedy this evil, the teacher should, if a mistake is made, take no notice 
of the fact, but dictate a new word to the next pupil, who, if he notices the 
previous error, will spell the word missed instead of the one put to him. If he 
does not notice the error, then he is as much at fault as the one who first mis- 
spelled it, and new words should be dictated to each successive pupil, until 
some one corrects tho error and takes his position aboye the one who gave the 
incorrect spelling. If the pupil spelling the word be already above the latter, 
he should be placed, of course, at the head. 

Recitations conducted in this manner will secure the closest attention of 
every member of the class to the work. 

8, Crasstrrep SPELLING.—The faulty classification employed in many spell- 
ing-books is the prime source of erroneous pronunciation. A better system

These are only a fow of the methods which actnal experience has proyen to 
be practical, and peculiarly adapted to the end which they are désigned to se- 
cure, viz, an increased interest in this most important branch of education. 


Every ingenious teacher will be constantly engaged in inventing ways by 
which pupils may be interested and benefited. 


In the New York School Report for 1865, Mr. Calkins 
recommends dispensing entirely with the pronunciation of 
syllables in spelling. He says he is “unable either from per- 
sonal experience or from long observation to perceive any 
benefit arising from taking each word to pieces and treating 
the several syllables as if they were so many separate words, 
and then linking them together by repeatedly pronouncing 
the previous syllables as each successive one is spelled and 
annexed, thus: p-e-r, per, p-l-e-z, plex, perplex, 7-7, perplexi, 
t-y, perplexity. WRather than an aid to the pupils, either in 
learning the spelling or the pronunciation of the word, I deem 
this repeated pronouncing of syllables a hindrance to their 
progress.” He recommends the following plan: “Let the 
teacher pronounce the word distinctly and correctly, then re- 
quire the child to pronounce it in the same manner, then to 
spell it by naming the letters of the given word in their order, 
making a pause between each syllable, and ending with again 
pronouncing the word correctly, thus: com-mand-ment, com 
mand ment, commandment.” 

This novel plan is now being tried in one of the schools in 
the First District in this city. 

The idea is frequently entertained that changes are too often 
made in text-books. ‘The following table has therefore been 
prepared, showing how long the books now in use have been 
in our schools:

SALARIES OF TEACHERS. 


It is deemed unnecessary to repeat the arguments in fayor 
of paying sufficient salaries to securecompetent teachers. They 
are eyerywhere acknowledged, but in few places carried into 
practical operation. 

The best plan is 10 pay each teacher, on taking charge of a 
school, a certain sum, to be increased annually, until the 
amount reaches the maximum salary paid to the class to which 
the teacher belongs. The advantages of this are obvious. 
All educators are agreed that a good teacher is as important 
for the Primary as for any other grade, and the compensation 
for it should not therefore be arbitrarily fixed at the minimum. 
A successful teacher of a Primary School should be retained 
as long as possible, and should be rewarded by increased 
salary on account of length and value of the service, and not 
merely by a transfer to a school of a higher grade. 


In Cincinnati this system has been adopted with the fol- 
lowing regulations: 

Principals of Intermediate Schools, (corresponding to our 
Grammar Schools,) are appointed at $1,800 per annum, with 
an increase of $100 annually up to $2,100. First Male As- 
sistants appointed at $1,200, increased $100 annually to$1,500. 
Female Assistants appointed at $600, increased $50 annually, 
upon recommendation of the local Trustees, until the salary 
amounts to $800. 

Principals of “District Schools,” appointed at $1,600, in- 
creased $100 annually to $1,900. Male Assistants appointed 
at $1,000, increased $100 up to $1,300. Female Assistants 
appointed at $400, increased $50 annually, upon recommend- 
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ation of the local Trustee

The teachers in Washington do not receive a sufficient eon 
pensation to provide for their actual wants, and during the 

_past year, when delays sometimes occurred in the payment & 
eyen the small amounts due, there was much inconvenieng 
and even hardship experienced. ! 

Last winter the appeal made by Government clerks ; 
Congress for an increase of salary was favorably acted upott 
and in our opinion the arguments used by them apply with 
equal if not greater force to the teachers. Let it no longer 
be considered a charity, but only justice and equity to grant 
this deserving class a fair compensation.

Tn view of the necessities of the case, the importance of 
securing the best talent in the country, and the facts alread 
alluded to, the following plan is proposed to the favorable 
consideration of the City Councils: : 
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For Primary Schools, $600 the first year, increasing $50 
annually to $750, the maximum. 

For Secondary Schools, $650 the first year, increasing $50 
annually to $800. 

For Intermediate Schools, $700 the first year, increasing 
$50 annually to $1,000. M 

For Female Grammar Schools, $900, increasing $50 annu- 
ally to $1,200. 

For Male Grammar Schools, $1,600, increasing $100 annu- 
ally to $2,000. = 

For Night Schools, $5 each night employed. 


Tt is also recommended that a Sub-Assistant, at $150 a year, 
be allowed to each Male Grammar School. 


Some provision should also be made for placing old or 
disabled teachers on a retired list with a pension, and for de- 
fraying part of the expense of substitutes employed while 
teachers may be absent on account of protracted illness. 


EXAMINATION OF TEACHERS, 


An important feature of our system, and one which has 
elicited commendation from other cities, is the strict examina- 
tion required for the admission and promotion of teachers. 
The committee on whom this duty devolves have discharged 
it faithfully and impartially, and although their action meets 
sith criticism from those who are disappointed, or their friends, 
it is believed that nothing has tended more to the improve- 
ment of our schools than the high standard required during 
the last few years in the qualifications of teachers.

A general programme of subjects or studies for all grades 
of our schools is very much needed, and will be presented 
during the present year. 


SCHOOL DISCIPLINE. 


The propriety of the infliction of corporeal punishment in 
the schools has called forth considerable public discussion 
during the year, and in one instance a valuable teacher was 
subjected to great annoyance 4nd trouble by the action of 
parents who considered themselves aggrieved. The Board 
fully exonerated the teacher, however, from all censure, 
sustained her course, and decided on retaining the rod as a 
wholesome means of discipline, to be sparingly and wisely 
administered. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


As to the utility of these schools there seems to be no dif- 
ference of opinion, though, in our city, owing to many unfa- 
yorable circumstances, they cannot be said to have proved 
successful. It isso unjust and oppressive to require a teacher 
who has faithfully performed his duty in a day school, to take 
charge of another school five nights in a week, that the Board 
have not felt it to be proper to open any evening schools until 
appropriations are made to provide competent teachers to take 
charge of them. 

What is wanted is the establishment of a School of Design, 
and the organization of courses of lectures, with illustrations 
and experiments on practical as well as scientific subjects. 
These would not only attract our youth, but be of vast import- 
ance in developing our resources and material interests. This 
RE earnestly commended to the friends of education, in 
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the hope that some public-spirited citizen will estab]

In February, 1866, 1 Convention of the State Superin- 
tendents of Schools was held in the Wallach School building, 
the sessions of which were important and interesting, and, no 
doubt, contributed much toward the establishment by Con- 
gress of a Department of Education, to which we look with 
great hope and confidence. 


ANNUAL EXAMINATION AND DISTRIBUTION OF PREMIUMS. 


The oxaminations were conducted in June last, with great 
labor to the Trustees, and with but comparatively little atten- 
tion from the parents of the scholars. Some plan must be 
devised to relieve the Trustees of this duty, at least in part, 
for it cannot efficiently be discharged with their present num- 
ber. ‘The distribution of premiums took place, for the Fourth 
District, at Metzerott Hall; for the First and Second, at Wes- 
ley Chapel; and for the Third, at the East Washington Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, Navy Yard. Able and instructive 
addresses were delivered by Hon. J. A. Garfield, Hon. S. W. 
Moulton, Hon. Daniel Morris, and Rey. William Hamilton, D.D.

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COLORED SCILOOLS, 


Having the care and management of schools to which by 
law none but white children are adenitted, the Trustees have 
not been called on to consider the interests of the large por- 
tion of our community for which nothing had been done pre- 
yious to the war; but they have noticed with approval the 
noble efforts of those who have devoted themselves to the edu- 
cation and adyancement of the colored children in our midst. 
An excellent system of schools under competent teachers and 
able supervision has been established, mainly supported by con- 
tributions from the North, giving instruction to several thou- 
sand children.* While it is the clear and undoubted duty of 
the National Government to maintain these schools for the thou- 
sands thrown among us by the results of the war, it is neverthe- 
less believed that every consideration of justice and expe- 
diency should have impelled the City Councils of Washington 
to do something for the education of the colored children, in- 
dependent of obligations imposed by laws of Cokgress. 

By an act of Congress, of May 21, 1862, “ten per centum 
of taxes collected from persons of color in Washington and 
Georgetown, was ordered to be set apart for the purpose of 
initiating a system of Primary Schools for the education of 
colored children” residing in these cities. It was provided 
that the Boards of Trustees of Public Schools should have 
sole control of the fund arising from this tax, as well as from 
contributions, which were to be kept distinct from the general 
school fund. 

On the 11th of July, 1862, only fifty days afterwards, how- 
ever, another act was passed, transferring the duties imposed 
on the School Board to a new Board of Trustees, consisting 
of three gentlemen who were to hold office for the respective 
terms of one, two, and three years, their successors to be ap- 
pointed annually by the Secretary of the Interior. 


*In July, 1866, 74 Schools, 132 teachers, 6,552 pupils, besides 10 private 
schools, 12 night, and 22 Sabbath-schools, 8 schools of industry.—Report of 
Rev. J. W. Alvord, July, 1866. 
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The whole sum derived under these acts, from May 21, 1862, 
to June 30, 1863, only amounted to $346 50, utterly insufliciont 
to establish one school, even if the matter had been left to this 
Board.

An examination of the reports of the Board of Trustees 
from its organization will show that it has ever been alive 
to the true wants of the people, the advantages of a liberal 
system, and the necessity of the ample expenditure of public 
funds for the advancement of education. In words almost 
prophetic, they use the following language in 1846; 

“Tt may be well for us to remember that, by our charter, suffrage is somewhat 
restricted, and also that the theory of universal suffrage, or what is nearly 
equivalent, seems the prevailing doctrine in this country ; and the time may be 
nearer than wo suppose when the present feeble barriers will be thrown down, 
and the sums we now refuse to raise for the support of public schools will be 
imposed, with additional burdens, by those who will then haye the power in 
their own hands. Is it not the dictate of prudence to do what we can now, 
beforo it is too late, to prepare the hundreds who may soon exercise the high 


functions of citizens, by » proper education, for the wise and judicious exercise 
of their power?”

RHPORT 


OF THE 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON PENMANSHIP. 


The Committee have attended to the duty assigned to them as fnlly as the 
time at their disposal would allow. All of the Public Schools in the city have 
been visited, and the copy-books in each have been examined. They have also 
obseryed and made inquiries respecting the thoroughness with which the sys- 
tem has been taught, and have arrived at the following conclusions: 

In many of tho schools, the “Spencerian System of Penmanship,” which has 
been in uso during the last year, has been taught in a thorough, skillful, and 
satisfactory manner, and the results have been of a most gratifying character. 

inent in this respect are found the Male and Female Grammar 


Standing prom 
Schools of tho First District, the Male Grammar School of the Third District, 


and the Female Grammar School of the Fourth District. Several of the schools 
of the Intermediate, Secondary, and Primary grades are also entitled to high 
commendation for their very marked improvement. 

There aro a few schools, however, where the teachers appear to be yet uncon- 
scious of the fact that Spencerian Penmanship signifies something more than 
the mere imitative art of yore; that writing, by the id of this system, becomes 
‘an exact and a beautifal, though simple science, with fixed principles and rules; 
‘and that it must be fully mastered, at least in theory, by the teacher, before it 
can be intelligibly taught. 

Many of our most successful teachers made a practice of writing each copy 
in advance of tho class; and such practice is, without doubt, the very best 
preparation for giving effective instruction. It was also observed by the Com- 
mittee that several of these teachers greatly improved their own handwriting 
by this exercise. 

Notwithstanding the disadvantages which always attend the introduction of 
new systems for a time, the year has been one of unparalleled progress in the 
writing department. A yery large number of our Grammar School pupils have 
produced specimens of penmanship which have received the highest com- 
mendation from competent and critical examiners, and from the press of the 
city. These specimens far surpass anything of the kind ever before produced 
in the schools, and in some instances the scholar is decidedly in advance of the 


teacher. 
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We are now able to send from our Grammar Schools a class of boys whose

The “Key to Practical Penmanship” is a most valuable aid in teaching, and 
should be upon every teacher's desk. It isa plain, practi¢al, and philosophical 
treatise, from which the best implements and materials for writing, positions 
for the pupil, the movements, spacing, and correct forms and graceful shades of 
all the letters, both capital and small, can be readily learned. Every exercise 
to be given to the pupils will be found elaborately treated of in tho ‘ Key,” 
and it should be carefully studied before any attempt to teach. 

One half hour each day should be given to the exercise in writing; and it is 
believed that the best time for this purpose is the first half hour of the morn- 
ing session. 

Teachers should see that all the copy-books have neat and convenient covers, 
and it is better that they should all be alike. This can be attended to by the 
teachers in most cases, and the pupils can pay the necessary expense. Caro

me a report in writing, showing the sums received and applicable to the pur- 
poses of education in this city, and the proportionate part thereof paysbie to 
the Trustees of Colored Schools, under the provision of the several acts of Con- 
gress in relation thereto. 

It will be apparent from this report (a copy of which I transmit herewith) 
that this corporation has, piokateranding the frequent allegations to the con-

Tn conclusion, I would suggest that, as the Trustees of Colored Schools, as I 
have been informed by Benesretecer are in the want of money to meet their 
obligations, speedy action on your part, appropriating the money to pay them 
what, according to the report, has been ascertained to be due them.

THE PRESENT LAW OF ORGANIZATION OF THE 
PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


Passep by City Covnctrs, 1853. 


As Acr imrelation to Public Schools. 


Be it enacted, &c., That from _and after the passage of this act, the City of 
WCE ae shall comprise four Pablic School Districts, to be divided as follows, 
viz: All of the First and Second Wards shall constitute the First School Dis- 
trict; all of the Third and Fourth Wards shall constitute the Second School 
District; all of the Fifth and Sixth Wards shall constitute the Third School 
District; and the Seventh Ward shall constitute the Fourth School District.

18. Teachers of Grammar Schools must be not less than twenty-ona yea: 
age; of Primary, Secondary; and Intermediate Schools, not Taek (A Oana 
years of age; and sub-assistants not less than sixteen years of age. & 

19. No appointment or promotion of a teacher shall be made until an appro- 
riate examination shall have been passed, and a certificate* obtained from the 
ommittee on Examination of Candidates for positions as Teachers. 

20. Teachers may be assigned or transferred to such schools as the Board of 

Trustees may deem best for the public interest. 

21. Teachers shall give at least one month's written notice of their intention 
to resign to the Sub-Hoards of their District, under forfeiture of the pay due. 

22. Teachers are required to be at the school-room at least fifteen minates 
before the hour of opening the schools, and when failing to do so shall report 
themselves “tardy” on the monthly report, and assign the reasons. 

23. No teacher shall be absent from school at any time during the scholastic 
year without the written permission of at least one member of the Sub-Board, 
except in cases of sickness or the presence of contagious disease in the family, 
which shall be forthwith communicated to the Sub Board and specified in the 
Dy report. 

24, In each Public School an admission register shall be carotally kept, in 
which shall be recorded the name, age, and number of every pupil ; the time of 
admission, and by whose ticket; the name, residence, anc occupation of the 
parent or guardian, and also the names of all applicants for admission. 

25. In addition to the admission register, each teacher shall keep a roll-book 
for the daily record of attendance and deportment, and a class register for 
marking recitations, in such form as may be prescribed, which shall at all times 
be open to the inspection of the Trustees. A copy or abstract,t as may be re- 

nired, of these records, ehall be made ont and sent to a member of the Sub- 
joard within three days from the end of every month. 

26. At the close of the school year each teacher shall submit to the Board a 
condensed abstractt of the monthly reports of the school for the year, in such 
form as may be required by the Board. 

27. The Treasurer shall withhold all money due aay. teacher who has failed 
to produce his or her monthly and annual reports, at the nomination of any 
such teacher for reélection shall not be considered. 

28, All records and registers, when full, sball be deposited by the teacher in 
the library of the Board. 

29. An allowance of stationery for Public School purposes, not to exceed 
$2.50 per annum for each teacher, shall be farnished by the Treasurer upon 
requisition? of the teacher of each school, approved by a member of the Sub- 
Board. 

30. Whenever books are farnished to destitute Reel the teacher shall charge 
them in a book kept for the purpose, and shall require them to be returned 
when the pupils leave the school.
